Mr.  Chairman,  Mesdames  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  siibrnlt  the  Annual  Report  for 
the  year  1952 , 

The  vital  statistics  of  the  Urban  District  show  a 
slight  decrease  in  the  Birth  Rate  from  13.73  to  12.84. 

In  spite  of  this  the  number  of  illegitimate  births  rose 
slightly  from  27.78  to  29.41. 

Measles  and  Chickenpox  accoimted  for  the  majority 
of  oases  of  infectious  diseases,  but  there  was  a small 
epidemic  of  Scarlet  Fever  in  St.  Peter *s  in  the  autumn, 
which  accounted  for  25  cases.  The  disease  was  mild  in 
character  and  there  were  no  deaths.  All  the  c®ses  of 
Diphtheria  occurred  in  a Children *s  Convalescent  Home. 

The  Health  Services  provided  in  the  town,  through 
the  National  Health  Service  Act,  ar©  set  out  in  some 
detail;  they  are  available  to  all  the  inhabitants  and 
they  are  adequate. 

Seventy-nine  houses  were  completed  during  the  year, 
and  64  were  under  construction  on  31st  December,  1952. 

Ice  cream  continues  to  he  a most  popular  food. 

The  nurriber  of  premises  registered  for  the  sale  of  this 
rose  from  63  to  79.  Of  44  samples  taken  for  analysis. 


36  proved  to  be  Grade  I,  and  only  two  were  Grade  III, 
and  none  Grade  IV.  The  Standard  of  purity  therefore 
was  very  high. 

The  perusal  of  matters  in  the  report , to  which  I 
have  not  referred,  will  show  that  the  year  has  been 
satisfactory. 

In  conclusion  I wish  to  thank  the  Members  of  the 
Health  Committee  fop  their  support  and  encouragement, 
the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  the  Chief  Clerk  and  all 
Members  of  the  Health  Department  for  their  devotion 
to  duty  at  all  times  during  the  year.

Q.R.O,  Circular.  - Transfers  of  Births.  Deaths 

and  Stillbirths. 


G.R.O.  Circular  (M.O.H.)  No. 4/1952,  dated  17th  October, 

1952,  and  headed  "Transfers  of  Births,  Deaths  and  Still- 
births" was  received  from  the  General  Register  Office  (Sta- 
tistical Division),  Somerset  House,  London,  W.C,2.  This 
enclosed  a copy  of  a revised  Memorandum  on  this  subject,  the 
provisions  of  which  were  to  come  Into  force  from  1st  Jantiary, 

1953. 


The  Circular  states  that  since  the  Issue  of  the  last 
Memorandum  on  transferability.  In  1953  It  has  become  neces- 
sary to  make  certain  changes  both  In  simplification  of  the 
procedure  and  In  bringing  the  Instructions  up-to-date. 
Paragraph  2 states  - "In  order  to  carry  out  accurately  the 
transferability  procedure.  It  is  necessary  for  the  General 
Register  Office  to  maintain  an  up-to-date  and  comprehensive 
Index  of  the  various  Institutions  listed  In  paragraph  2 of 
the  Memorandum.  The  bulk  of  this  work  Is  being  carried  out 
by  the  General  Register  Office  In  collaboration  with  Regis- 
trars of  Births  and  Deaths,  who  have  been  Instructed  to  con- 
sult the  Medical  Officers  of  Health  concerned  for  correction 
of  any  errors  or  omissions  In  the  lists  of  institutions  situ- 
ated In  their  areas.  The  Registrar  hopes  that  Medical  Offi- 
cers of  Health  will  give  prompt  assistance  to  Registrars  of 
Births  and  Deaths  to  ensure  that  sin  accurate  index  of  insti- 
tutions Is  ready  in  time,  since  on  this  depends  the  effective 
working  of  the  scheme.  Medical  Officers  of  Health  are  also 
asked  to  notify  the  appropriate  Registrars  of  Births  and 
Deaths  of  any  relevant  changes  in  the  Institutions  In  their 
areas  which  may  subsequently  take  place." 

In  accordance  with  this  request  a list  of  Boarding 
Schools,  Convalescent  Homes,  Registered  Niirslng  Homes,  Resi- 
dential Nursery  Homes,  Residential  Homes  for  Elderly  People, 
Holiday  Homes,  Children *s  Homes,  etc.  In  the  Urban  District 
was  prepared  and  passed  on  to  the  local  Registrar  of  Births 
and  Deaths. 


SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA. 

The  Urban  District  of  Broadstalrs  and  St.  Peter’s  is 
situated  In  the  centre  of  the  Isle  of  Thane t ajid  Is  sur- 
roiuided  on  three  sides  by  the  North  Sea  and  the  English 
Channel,  The  town,  by  Its  high  altitude,  dominates  the 
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famous  seaboard  of  Thanet,  and  Is  bounded  on  the  north  by 
the  Borough  of  Margate  and  on  the  south  by  the  Borou^  of 
Ramsgate,  The  whole  front,  which  is  Interspersed  with 
seven  sheltered  bays,  faces  south-east.  The  climate  is 
bracing,  dry  and  equable. 

A large  percentage  of  the  Inhabitants  may  be  described 
as  private  residents,  and  a good  proportion  of  these  are 
employed  In  the  hotels  and  boarding  and  apartment  houses 
during  the  summer  months,  or  are  engaged  In  occupations 
connected  with  the  stay  in  the  district  of  numerous  visi- 
tors. With  the  advent  of  the  visitors,  the  summer  popula- 
tion may  be  said  to  be  double  the  winter  population. 

Whilst  the  town  is  primarily  a holiday  i»esort  and  the 
principal  Industry  is  that  of  catering  for  the  needs  of 
the  visitors,  in  addition  to  the  Shops  and  the  town's  Edu- 
cation and  Utility  Services  - (Schools,  Electricity,  Gas, 
Water.  Fire,  Transport,  Local  Government  and  Postal  Ser- 
vices), there  are  some  100  Factories,  Workshops  and  Gar- 
ages in  the  Urban  District,  which  provide  stable  employ- 
ment for  a section  of  the  community  who  are  not  engaged  in 
the  holiday  industry;  these  include  premises  used  for  the 
Building  trade,  and  for  the  development  of  light  industries. 

Included  in  the  above  figure  too,  are  premises  in  a 
growing  'Light  Industrial*  area  situated  on  the  outskirts 
of  the  town. 

The  Kent  County  Council  is  the  Education  Authority 
for  the  Urban  District,  and  there  are  four  Schools  under 
this  Authority. 

A proportion  of  the  inhabitants  are  employed  at  the 
Boarding  Schools,  iarge  Convalescent  Homes,  and  Holiday 
Homes,  of  which  there  are  several  in  the  area. 

There  are  some  eight  farms  and  thirteen  nurserymen  in 
the  Urban  District,  and  many  more  in  the  surrounding 
neighbourhood,  which  provide  employment  for  those  inter- 
ested in  agricultural  pursuits. 

Quite  a few  of  the  residents  travel  dally  to  business 
in  the  City,  and  others  to  employment  in  the  neighbouring 
towns  of  Margate,  Ramsgate  and  Canterbury.

Laboratory  Facilities. 

Bacteriological  examinations  were  carried  out  as 
hitherto,  at  the  County  Laboratory,  County  Hall,  Jfctld- 
stone;  and  chemical  examinations  by  the  County  Analyst. 


Antoulance  Facilities. 

The  Kent  County  Council  is  the  responsible  authority 
for  the  provision  of  an  Anlbulance  Service  throughout  the 
County.

Identification  of  Medical  Gas  Cylinders  - 

Change  of  Coloiirs. 

Circular  Letter  Cl/22/52,  dated  28th  July,  1952,  was 
received  from  the  County  Medical  Officer:  this  referred  to 
the  Identification  of  Medical  Gas  Cylinders  owing  to  the 
change  of  the  colours  of  the  Cylinders.  It  was  recommended 
that  this  letter  should  be  brought  to  the  notice  of  Matrons 
of  Nursing  Homes  and  any  Midwives  or  Nurses  employed  by 
them,  and  suggesting  that  every  medical  gas  cylinder  on  de- 
livery or  already  In  stock  should  have  attached  to  It  a red 
tle-on  warning  tally.  The  matrons  and  staffs  of  the  Nursing 
Homes  in  the  Urban  District  were  accordingly  notified  and 
the  necessary  warning  tallies  obtained  and  supplied  to  the 
Homes  concerned. 
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Convalescent  Homes ^ Holiday  Homes,  Residential  Nurseries, 

Children's  Homes,  and  Homes  for  Elderly  People. 

There  are  seven  Children's  Convalescent  Homes  In  the 
Urban  District  (including  the  three  mentioned  under  'Hospi- 
tals') which  have  accommodation  for  some  650  patients;  and 
one  adult  Convalescent  Home  with  accommodation  for  50  men. 

There  are  also  seven  Holiday  Homes,  three  for  Children, 
three  for  adults,  and  one  for  old  age  pensionejPs. 

Then  there  are  two  residential  Nurseries,  administered 
by  the  Church  of  England  Children's  Society. 

There  are  also  several  Homes  for  old  people,  which  fall 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Residential  Services  Depart- 
ment of  the  Kent  County  Council.

Most  of  the  Boarding  Schools  are  provided  with  sana- 
toria in  which  scholars  suffering  from  infectious  diseases 
can  he  isolated.  As  faj?  as  is  known,  the  sanitary  ari»ange- 
ments  in  connection  with  these  schools  and  the  water  supply 
may  he  considered  to  he  satisfactory.  As  a rule  each  school 
has  its  own  Medical  Attendant,  who  not  only  treats  the 
pupils,  hut  advises  the  principals  on  matters  of  hygiene.

The  County  Primary  Schools  are  under  the  control  of 
the  Kent  Education  Committee.  These  sohools  are  visited 
from  time  to  time,  when  It  Is  necessary  to  make  investiga- 
tions in  relation  to  cases  of  infectious  diseases  occurring 
among  the  scholars. 


National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  Sections  47  and  50. 

No  action  was  taken  during  the  year  under  Section  47 
of  the  Act. 

Three  applications  were  received  for  consideration 
under  Section  60.  One  application  was  disallowed  as  not 
coming  within  the  provisions  of  the  Section;  the  other 
two  applications  were  granted  and  the  hurials  arranged, 
after  consultation  with  the  Chief  Financial  Officer. 


Public  Mortuary, 

The  Council » 3 Mortuary  Is  situated  in  the  Fire  Sta- 
tion Yard;  It  Is  a brick  built  building,  equipped  with 
two  white  porcelain  tables,  one  fixed  and  the  other  move- 
able,  There  is  also  a porcelain  slab,  sink,  and  a hot 
and  cold  water  supply.  The  lower  portion  of  the  walls  is 
lined  with  white  glazed  tiles.  The  building  is  well 
lighted  and  ventilated,  and  has  a concrete  floor  which  is 
efficiently  drained.  A complete  set  of  Surgeon *s  equip- 
ment is  available  for  the  purposes  of  post  mortem  examina- 
tions . 

The  Mortuary  is  mder  the  supervision  «f  the  Chief 
Sanitary  Inspector. 

Sixteen  bodies  were  admitted  during  the  year  and  10 
post  mortem  examinations  were  held. 


SECTION  C.  - SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 


Water. 

The  supply  of  water  is  obtained  from  a well  in  the 
chalk,  170  feet  deep,  situated  at  Rumflelds  on  the  Western 
side  of  the  Dlsti*lct,  and  from  an  adit  which  stretches  in 
a north-westerly  direction  for  a distance  of  about  a mile.

The  local  supply  Is  supplemented  by  water  obtained  from  the 
Works  of  the  Margate  Corporation,  situated  at  Wlngham,  some 
twelve  miles  wuray. 

During  the  year  there  was  no  change  In  the  water  supply, 
which  was  satisfactory  both  In  quality  and  quantity. 

The  well  water  Is  chlorinated  by  Wallace  and  Tleman 
apparatus,  the  amomt  of  Chloride  added  being  0.25  parts  per 
million. 

The  water  has  no  plumb o~ solvent  action. 

Examination  of  Water  Samples. 

Bacteriological  examinations  were  carried  out  at  the 
County  Laboratory,  Maidstone,  at  fortnightly  Intervals  and 
chemical  analyses  every  two  months.

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

Main  drainage  is  provided  for  practically  the  whole 
of  the  District.  Twenty  new,  and  six  old  premises  were 
connected  to  the  sewer  during  the  year;  two  new  cesspools 
were  made  and  connected  to  two  new  houses,  and  six  old 
cesspools  were  abolished. 

There  were  no  new  drainage  schemes  constructed  dur- 
ing the  year,  but  the  sewer  in  Prince  Charles  Road,  on 
the  Northdown  Hill  Housing  Estate,  was  extended.  No  addi- 
tions nor  improvements  made  in  respect  of  sewerage  systems 
and  sewage  disposal  works. 


Closet  Accommodation. 


At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  approximately  4,315 
premises  wlthW.C's.  draining  into  the  main  drainage  sys- 
tem; and  573  with  W.C*s.  draining  into  cesspools. 


Public  Cleansing. 

The  collection  and  di^sposal  of  refuse  is  under  the 
direction  of  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor. 
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A weekly  collection  of  house  refuse  was  in  operation 
during  the  year.  During  the  summer  months  a bi-weekly 
collection  was  made  from  the  Hotels  and  Boarding  Houses. 

Trades  and  garden  refuse  is  collected  as  and  when 
required.

\0%  test  were  carried  out  in  the  Council *s 
sewers.  Sixteen  manholes  in  the  town  area, 
and  19  in  the  Klngsgate  and  St.  Peter’s  areas  were  tested. 
Baits  were  taken  at  two  manholes;  at  33  manholes  no  ’take’ 
was  recorded. 

In  June  a maintenance  treatment  was  carried  out  on  the 
York  Street/Ramsgate  Road  section  of  the  Council’s  sewers: 
no  ’takes’  were  recorded;  and  the  Inference  to  be  drawn, 
in  conjunction  with  the  results  of  previous  treatments,  is 
that  infestation  of  the  sewerage  system  is  negligible. 

A poisoning  treatment  was  also  carried  out  at  the 
refuse  destructor  tip. 


Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. 

When  necessary  disinfestation  is  carried  out  with  a 
liquid  Insecticide:  however,  no  such  cases  were  reported 
during  1952. 


Destruction  of  Wasps’  Nests. 

Fifty-nine  wasps’  nests  were  destroyed  during  the  year. 
Wasps  are  an  annoyance  and  nuisance  to  both  residents  and 
visitors,  and  are  a menace  to  health  for  the  following  rea- 
sons :- 

(a)  the  possibility  of  accidents  to  vehicular 
traffic.  Several  instances  were  reported 
in  the  National  Press  of  fatal  accidents 
having  been  caused  by  drivers  being  stung; 

(b)  food  spoilage;  and 

(c)  stings. 

Fortunately  in  most  cases  the  nests  are  in  the  open, 
and  can  easily  be  dealt  with,  but  occasionally  more  diffi- 
cult ones  occur,  e.g.  - invauion  of  kiosks  on  sands,  nests 
being  untraceable,  but  possibly  in  the  cliff  face;  nests 
in  roof  spaces  not  accessible  without  considerable  expendi- 
ture in  opening  up,  etc..  In  such  cases,  whilst  it  may  not 
be  possible  to  effect  a complete  clearance,  it  is  usually 
practicable  to  take  or  suggest  some  action  which  limits  the 
nuisance .

Cafes,  RestaiaraJits  and  Hotel  Kitchens. 

Three  h\indred  and  fifty-four  (354)  visits  were  made 
by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  during  the  year  to  food  prepar- 
ing premises.  Including  32  Cafes  and  Restaurants,  and  six 
Hotel  kitchens.  Excluding  Bakehouses,  there  are  only  two 
small  Food  Factories  in  the  Urban  District. 

Many  minor  improvements  were  carried  out  diirlng  the 
year  and  a gradtial  raising  of  the  standard  of  hygienic  con 
dltions  is  taking  placo. 

Close  co-operation  exists  between  this  Department  and 
the  Food  Executive  Officer  in  connection  with  the  issue  of 
new  catering  licences,  and  no  such  licences  are  issued 
until  the  Pood  Executive  Officer  is  notified  by  the  Chief 
Sanitary  Inspector  that  the  requirements  of  the  Pood  sind 
Drugs  Acts  regarding  premises  are  complied  with. 


Clean  Food  Campaign. 

No  special  ’’Clesin  Pood"  Campaign  was  held  during  the 
year,  and  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  reports  as  follows 
with  regard  to  this  question;- 

"In  a seaside  resort  there  is  a good  deal  of  seasonal 
employment  with  frequent  changes  of  personnel,  particularly 
in  hotels,  cafes  and  restaurants.  Whilst  lectures  or  clas- 
ses for  all  the  year  pound  food  traders  and  their  employees 
might  serve  a useful  purpose,  it  would  be  difficult  to  ob- 
tain the  co-operation  of  seasonal  employees,  who  are  the 
class  mostly  in  need  of  instruction  or  guidance.  Under 
these  circumstances  frequent  periodical  inspections  are  the 
most  effective  means  of  improving  the  general  standard  of 
cleanliness ."

Scarlet  Fever;  Thirteen  cases  were  notified  during  the 

first  quarter  of  the  year,  tv/o  in  the 
second,  nine  In  the  third,  and  36  in  the 
last  quarter.  Fifty-five  of  the  patients,  including  one 
visitor  to  the  town,  were  removed  to  the  Halne  Isolation 
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Hospital  for  treatment;  three  children  were  satisfactorily 
Isolated  and  treated  at  home;  one  Boarding  School  child 
was  isolated  in  the  School  »s  Sanatorlujn;  and  one  visitor 
was  removed  by  private  car  to  his  home  in  London.  Eighteen 
children  under  school  age  and  42  school  children  were  af- 
fected. One  baby  girl  developed  the  disease  three  weeks 
after  her  sister  was  removed  to  Isolation  Hospital;  another 
child  was  a »return»  case,  commencing  to  be  ill  21  days 
after  his  brother  was  discharged  from  the  Hospital. 

The  small  outbreak  of  the  disease  in  the  St.  Peter’s 
area  commenced  in  October,  when  25  of  the  cases  were  noti- 
fied during  the  month;  eleven  of  the  school  children  at- 
tended St,  Peter’s  C/E  Primary  Girls*  and  Infants’  School; 
one  attended  St.  Peter’s  C/E  Primary  Boys’  School;  six  - 
St.  Mildred’s  County  Primary  Girls’  and  Infants’  School; 
one  - St,  George’s  Boys’  School  at  Ramsgate;  and  one  - a 
private  Day  School  in  Broadstairs.  The  other  school  child 
was  in  a Convalescent  Home,  unfortunately  the  sources  of 
infection  could  not  be  traced,  but  all  steps  were  taken  to 
prevent  the  spread  of  infection  - schools  and  homes  were 
visited  and  disinfection  carried  out.  However,  the  out- 
break soon  came  to  an  end,  there  being  only  six  cases  noti- 
fied in  November  and  five  in  December. 

Whooping  Cough:  The  main  outbreak  of  Whooping  Cou^ 

occurred  during  the  last  two  months  of 
the  year,  when  43  cases  were  notified  in 
November  and  32  in  December,  Only  six  cases  occurred  in 
the  first  quarter  of  the  year,  five  in  the  second,  six  in 
the  third,  and  77  in  the  last  quarter.  Elghty-foin*  of  the 
cases  were  notified  in  60  families,  two  of  these,  a brother 
and  sister,  being  visitors  to  the  town,  who  had  contracted 
tho  disease  before  arrival  in  the  town.  Forty-three  child- 
ren under  school  age  and  51  school  children  were  affected. 
Three  of  the  patients,  one  from  a Convalescent  Home,  one 
from  a Boarding  School  and  one  from  a Holiday  Home,  were 
removed  to  the  Halne  Isolation  Hospital  for  troatment. 

Diphtheria ; A small  outbreak  of  Diphtheria  occurred 

in  one  of  the  Children’s  Convalescent 
Homes;  the  first  case  was  notified  on 
9th  July,  a boy  of  years:  he  was  sent  to  the  Ramsgate 
General  Hospital  for  observation  in  the  afternoon  of  8th 
July,  and  in  the  evening  of  the  same  day  was  removed  to 
the  Haine  Isolation  Hospital  with  ? Diphtheria,  and  he  un- 
fortunately died  at  5-  0 a.m.  on  the  9th  July.  Swabbing 
confirmed  that  he  died  from  Faucial  Diphtheria.  This  child 
had  never  been  immunized. 
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There  were  28  other  children  in  the  same  ward,  all  of 
whom,  except  one,  had  "been  immunized  previously.  Swabs 
were  taken  from  all  contacts.  As  a result  of  the  swabbing, 
a girl  of  four  years  of  age  was  fovind  to  be  a 'carrier* 
and  was  notified  as  such  on  the  14th  July,  on  which  date 
she  was  removed  to  the  Haine  Isolation  Hospital  for  treat- 
ment . 


Then  on  the  21st  a boy  of  six  years  was  notified  as  a 
case  and  removed  to  Haine  on  the  same  day.  On  the  23rd 
one  boy  of  a years  and  a girl  of  five  years  were  notified 
as  cases;  and  on  the  same  day  six  more  children  were  noti- 
fied as  'carriers;*  these  patients  were  all  removed  to 
the  Haine  Isolation  Hospital  for  treatment. 

According  to  information  obtained,  the  four  oases  and 
six  'carriers*  had  been  Immunized  or  partly  immunized  when 
babies,  but  had  not  had  ’booster'  doses. 

Twenty- six  children  who  were  remote  contacts  of  the 
Infected  wards  at  the  Home,  were  swabbed  (nose  and  throat) 
on  the  29th  July;  on  examination  at  the  County  Laboratory, 
all  these  swabs  gave  negative  results. 

No  further  trouble  occurred  at  the  Home,  and  from 
that  date  arrangements  were  made,  whereby  the  medical 
staff  would  obtain  full  particulars  of  each  admission  so 
that  'booster'  doses  can  be  given  by  the  Home's  Medical 
Officer,  on  the  admission  of  the  children,  if  these  are 
due  at  the  ti©©. 

Measles ; In  1962  a rather  bigger  outbreak  of 

Measles  occurred  than  in  previous  years, 
the  peak  being  reached  in  May  and  June, 
in  which  months  204  and  98  cases  respectively  were  noti- 
fied. In  the  March  quarter  30  notifications  were  received, 
323  in  the  June  quarter,  94  and  27  in  the  September  and 
December  quarters.

Prevention  of  T-ub^rculosls  : Care  sind  Aftercare. 


A scheme  Is  operated  jointly  by  the  Kent  County  Council 
and  the  Kent  Council  of  Social  Service  for  the  provision  of 


f 
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care  and  aftercare  of  patients  suffering  from  Tuberculosis; 
through-  this  scheme  arrangements  are  made,  where  necessary, 
for  assistance  to  be  rendered  In  various  ways  - the  provi- 
sion of  shelters;  extra  milk  and  meat;  the  provision  of 
beds,  bedding,  and  clothing. 

Home  visiting  is  carried  out  by  the  Tuberculosis 
Health  Visitor  for  the  area,  who  gives  suitable  advice  to 
the  patients. 

Where  there  Is  need  help  is  given  in  solving  housing 
problems  and  assisting  with  removal  expenses;  the  admis- 
sion of  patients  to  Holiday  Homes  is  arranged;  in  the 
case  of  unemployment  endeavours  are  made  to  find  suitable 
posts  for  patients  who  are  fit  for  work;  and  materials 
are  provided  for  recreational  therapy.

International  Certificates  of  Vaccination. 

Ministry  of  Health  Circular  20/52,  dated  8th  July, 
1952,  and  headed  "International  Certificates  of  Vaccination 
against  Cholera  and  Smallpox  Authentication  - Approved 
Stamp"  was  received.  This  referred  to  Circular  60/48  of 
20th  April,  1948,  in  which  the  Minister  suggested  provi- 
sional arrangements  for  the  authentication  of  International 
Certificates  of  Vaccination  pending  the  decision  by  the 
World  Health  Organization  on  the  subject;  and  stated  that 
this  question  has  been  settled  by  the  International  Sani- 
tary Regulations  (WHO  Regulations  No.  2)  adopted  by  the 
Fourth  World  Health  Assembly  on  25th  May,  1951,  which  came 
into  general  operation  on  1st  October,  1952,  when  they  re- 
placed the  existing  International  Sanitary  Conventions. 

The  new  ^Notice  to  Travellers^  (operative  from  1st  October, 
1952)  gives  the  following  Note:-  "The  International  Sani- 
tary Regulations  specify  as  VACCINATION  the  methods  of  pro- 
tection hitherto  referred  to  as  inoculations." 
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In  accordance  with  the  Ministry's  Circulars,  Interna- 
tional Certificates  of  Vaccination  have  been  checked, 
stamped  and  signed,  and  as  a matter  of  Interest  the  fol- 
lowing summary  gives  the  number  of  Certificates  dealt  with
